only in conscious agents; all 
nature is guided by certain prin- 
ciples; man is put into action 
by certain motives. Then if we 
are guided by certain principles 
it is a fact there are right prin- 
ciples as well as wrong, there- 
fore when our motives are put 
into action, by actions shall we 
be judged, whether good or bad; 
thereby determining and mak- 
infg known our principles wheth- 
er good or bad. 

Let us now take up a few 
antitypes or types. First, let us 
quote a few of Jesus’ sayings, 
“He that loveth father or moth- 
er more than me is not worthy 
of me; and he that loveth son 
or daughter more than me is 
not worthy of me.” Matt. 10:37. 

It matters not how strong the 
tie may be that binds, if we are 
true to our Lord, when the time 
comes for parting every tie must 
be severed, why? because the 
covenant between us and God 
has right principles, “If any 
man come to me, and hate not 
his father, and mother, and 
wife, and children, and sisters: 
yea, and his own life also, he 
cannot be my disciple. Luke 
14:26. 

If these words had fallen from 
other lips than that of Jesus we 
might take them and interpret 
them in a way that one might 
feel licensed to bear the fruit of 
hatred, but since He is love, and 
He never contradicts -Himself, 
we know they have a deep 
meaning below the surface: and 
I am persuaded they have\some- 
thing to do with the parting of 
the ways. 

Let us draw a mental picture, 
a scene, “God setteth the soli- 
tary in families.” Psa. 68:6, 
solitary denotes the absence of 
all beings of the same kind. 

Here, then in this family, one 
in the family has a good case of 
sanctification, also baptism of 
the Holy Ghost; she steals away 
to pray, sometimes she asks the 
rest of the family to join her in 
family worship, but they one by 
one retire, until at last we find 
her alone with God how her 
face shines as she communes 
with her Lord. Here is fellow- 
ship. Later the father and oth- 
ers of the family counsel to- 
gether, see the father’s pale 
face; he leads the way to the

ROBERT MILTON EVANS 

Was born May 13, 1851, in DeCalb, 
‘Xemper county, Mississippi. 

He was converted in his boyhood 
days and united with the Methodist 
church. 

He came to Florida with his par- 
ents and located at Live Oak where 
they resided for a number of years. 
In his earlier life Brother Evans 
ceased following the Lord and be- 
came entangled in the affairs of the 
world and followed different lines of 
business pursuits. 

Later he returned to the Lord and 
became so interested about the Lord’s 
work that he announced that he felt 
the call to the ministry. He took a 
two year’s preparatory course and 
was licensed to the ministry, enter- 
ing the Florida Conference in 1885. 
Later years on account of declining 
health he was superanuated § in 
1905. 

In 1907 Brother Evans attended a 
Pentecostal revival conducted by 
Brother and Sister F. M. Britton, here 
he saw the light on the Holy Ghost 
baptism, began to seek for the ex- 
perience, and received Him in Octo- 
ber. Brother Evans and his compan- 
ion were the first to give their 
names to be added to the Church of 
God in Tampa, Florida, about 1910. 
He soon visited a camp meeting held 
at Pleasant Grove, duiing this mect 
ing he felt the call to the Bahama 
Islands. He helped Brother and Sis 
ter Barr to get over there, paying a 
large part of their passage. He urged 
them to go immediately, promisinz 
to follow just as soon as he could 
make arrangements to leave the 
states, which he did and spent over 
two years in Nassau, making trips 
to some of the outer islands. 

While over there he had a spell of 
nervous prostration from which he’ 
never fully recovered. H 

While he and his faithful wife were ; 
there they supported themselves, ex- 
cept a few offerings now and then 
that came in from different ones. [It 
Giddens. now de- 
ceased, helped them more than any- 
one else. 

After their return they located near 
Bassenger, Florida, but found that he 
was not able to preach much more. 
He sold Bibles, mottoes and religious 
books as long as he was able to 
travel, finally had to give that up. 

I will just say in closing that I was 
personally acquainted with Brother 
Evans. I always found him in goo] 
spirits, always ready to pray ani 
work for the salvation of souls, and
